DRY WELLS IN AROUND MILLTOWN

The Crescent Pipe Line is rapidly near-
jng completion. W. L. Mellon is the

financial backer of the enterprise, and by
the 15t of November he expects to be pump-
ing oil from the McDonald field to Marcus
Hook, on the Delawsre river, 15 miles pe-
low Philadelphis

For some time they have been engaged
in loading vessels at Marcus Hook bound

for foreign poris.

As they are ot present situaled they are
pumping oil to Hays Grove, on the Phila-
delphia and Resding Railroad, 30 miles
gouth of Harrisburg, from whenee itis
shipped in tank cars, of which the Creseent
line owns to Marcus Hook. To-day
they expect to have their line laid across
the Susquehsnna river at Marietta.
This isabout 40 miles from Harrisburg,and at
this point the riverisover 1l meters wide
und vory deep. A great deal of trouble has
been cxperienced nt this point, as the pur-
ties living in that vicinity who first took the
cuntract were unable to fullill it  The
Crescent line mannzers then called upon
the Hulings Bros,, of Pittsburg, who have at
last succeeded in getting the pipe line laid
across the rivern

From thiz point to Marcus Hook is about
T3 miles and over hulf of that distance the
pipe bas been screwed tozeiner.

Location of the Momp Siations.

There will be four pump sintions on the
fine. They will average 4! miles apart.
The first isat Haysstation, on the Panbandle
Railroad, in the McDonald feld.

After thiat the next one will be at Ligonier,
Then one has been plnced at Ingleside, near
Johnsiown,

The lust one west of the Susquohannsa
river is at Hays Grove, near Shippensburg,
witeh is Gom 30 to 40 miles below Harris-
burg.

The only one between the Susguehanna
and Marcus Hook will beat Florinal, which
is situated in the environs of Lancaster.

At esch of these stations the company has
econstructed two tanks, each of 5000 barrels
capucity. Down at Marcus llook they have
four tanks, ench of B0 barrels eapneity,
one of 10,000 barrels, one of 20,000 burrels, and
they are now bullding a couple of tanks
each of which will bold 38,00 barrels of
petroleum. ¥

Yesterday thiey loaded the Spanish sfteamer
Rasbeek at Marcus Hook and to-day they
ure londing the Fronch steamer Tauncarville,
Eneh of these has a capacity ol 1,200,000 gul-
lons, or about 250 burrels of oil,

The Cresvent Pipe Line Company has
bouglt I ncres on the water [ront at
Mazreus Hook, and has bullt plers out into
the river, where they have 23 teet of water
at ow tide. They have factlities tor loading
o5, 000 burreis an hour onto the shins which
are ot the docks

This month they will load the Allegheny,
the Wildflower, the Einar and one other
steamer with n cargo of ofl for foreign ports.
